Suspense  filled  climax  evident 
as  DePauw  defeats  ‘Y’  on  TV 


It  was  a book  in  which  all 
the  elements  of  drama  and  sus- 
pense had  built  to  their  highest 
pitch.  This  was  the  moment  of 
climax.  But  BYU's  College 
Bowl  Sunday  was  a book  in 
which  the  page  of  climax  had 
been  torn  out. 

After  four  weeks  of  winning 
on  the  nation-wide  television 
program,  the  team  of  scholars 
lost  to  DePauw  University, 
Grcencastle,  Indiana,  240-175. 
In  losing,  they  lost  $3000  in 
scholarships  prizes  and  the 
honor  of  being  retired  unde- 
feated from  the  College  Bowl. 
BYU  would  have  been  the  sev- 
enth team  to  win  five  times  and 
would  have  joined  a list  of 
schools  including  Swathmore. 
Bates,  Colgate,  Pomona  and 
Dartmouth. 

THE  BYl  TEAM,  including 
Dave  Stone.  Mrs.  JoJean  Lof- 
lin,  Todd  Britsch  and  Robert 
Despain  led  by  90  to  50  at  the 
half-time  of  the  intellectual 
contest.  DePauw  swept  past 
the  BYU  team  in  the  second 
half,  making  an  unbclieveable 
190  points  in  less  than  15  min- 
utes. They  overwhelmed  the 
BYU  team  both  in  gaining  the 
toss-up  questions  and  the  bon- 
us questions  following. 

The  BYU  scholars  seemed 
first  slightly  stunned  by  their 
loss,  then,  becoming  aware  of 
their  large  studio  and  televis- 
ion audience,  accepted  with 
smiles  and  good  humor.

UNDER  THE  pressure  of 
working  for  a fifth  win  and 
faced  with  DePauw’s  fast  buzz- 
er, the  BU  team  appeared  to 
freeze  on  occasional  questions. 
They  missed  questions  in  fields 
in  which  previously  they  had 
been  solidly  dependable,  in- 
cluding identification  of  ballet 
music.  Shakespearean  comic 
characters  and  mythological 
rivers. 

Perhaps  an  element  of  fa- 
tigue entered  into  the  defeat 
also.  Thursday  evening,  before 
leaving  Friday  morning,  Mrs. 
Loflin  had  admitted.  "I’m  glad 
this  is  the  last  time.  I suppose 
that’s  because  I am  so  tired." 


The  BYU  team  started  the 
week-end  on  the  wrong  foot 
when  the  car  in  which  they 
were  riding  in  to  Salt  Lake  was 
forced  into  a ditch  near  Lindon 
Friday.  Another  vehicle  skid- 
ded in  front  of  the  BYU  team 
forcing  driver  Robert  Thomas 
to  roll  into  the  ditch. 

Stone,  Britsch  and  Despain 
were  riding  with  coach  Thom- 
as. No  one  was  injured,  but  the 
four  just  barely  arrived  at  the 
Salt  Lake  airport  in  time  for 
their  10  a.m.  plane. 

Then  that  plane  could  not 
land  and  they  were  forced  to 
catch  a jet  to  Minneapolis, 
"hitch-hiking"  as  best  they 
could  from  there. 

However  BYU  students  and 
supporters  were  disappointed 
in  the  team’s  loss  on  the  magic 
fifth  time,  there  was  still  much 
pride  in  the  four  wins. 

Said  vice-president  Earl  C. 
Crockett,  "We’re  very  proud  of 
the  team.  They  went  four  and 
a half  times  leading  and  did 
very  well.” 

"I  think  a great  deal  of  value 
will  still  come  from  this,"  he 
continued,  "because  we  defeat- 
ed four  other  fine  schools.”  He 
said  his  office  has  received 
many  letters  throughout  the 
Church  and  the  country,  prais- 
ing the  team's  Bowl  perform- 
ances. 


Surprise  reception  scheduled 
for  BYU  College  Bowl  team 

BYU  students  may  not  have  quite  the  opportunity  for 
wild  enthusiasm  that  they  had  hoped  for,  but  they  will  still 
meet  the  College  Bowl  team  at  the  Provo  airport  Monday 
at  1 pm. 

The  team  encountered  more  problems  after  its  loss  as 
fog  closed  down  the  Salt  Lake  airport,  deloying  arrival 
schedules.  However,  a series  of  phone  calls  Monday  morning 
arranged  for  a private  flight  to  return  the  team  from  Denver 
in  time  to  make  its  appearances  in  Provo.  The  greetings 
were  planned  whether  the  team  won  or  lost,  and  according 
to  chairman  LoweH  Benson,  it  still  will  be  held,  even  though 
weather  may  delay  starting  times  a little.
